Par- 
tial relief is being afforded by the 
hear completion of work in Manitoba 
and movement of farmers who had a 
partial crop failure this, year. 
no outstanding yields are received, the 
general average out-turns are good 
with respect to quantity and grade, 

Some exceptional returns are re- 
ported from Alberta, where out-turns 
of from thirty-five to sixty-three bush- 
els an acre are recorded, grading No. 
1 Northern.and weighing from sixty- 
two to sixty-six pounds. The Ballan- 
tyne farm at Lacombe yielded sixty- 
three bushels an acre, weight, sixty- 
four pounds. In some areas hailed 
during the season where insurance 
has been collected, craps have surviv- 
ed to the extent of promising yields 
up to twenty-five bushels and more if 
frost permits maturing.

ARE LEFT HOMELESS 


Fire and flood throughout the. west. 
ern United States within the last 24 
hours have caused the death of five 
people, destroyed many city blocks in 
the fashionable, -modern city —of 
Berkeley, California, laid waste many 
square miles 6f timber land and. re- 
duced Calffornia’s game life in ‘some 
of its best preserves. .A summary 
shows that: 12,000 are homeless and 
damage up to $5,000,000 has been done 
in Berkeley. 

Two men are missing, believed cre- 
mated, and $100,000 worth of live 
timber has been destroyed’ near Fres- 
no, Cal, f 

Three persons, unidentified, beliey- 
ed to have been cremated when their 
automobile wag caught in a forest fire 
in Napa Valley, Cal. 

The villages of Eldorado, near Sac- 
ramento, Boyes. Springs, and. Mark- 
ham, in Sonoma county, are utterly 
destroyed and many people are home- 
less. \ 

Large. numbers. of quail: and deer 
have been destroyed in the forest fire 
which still ravages ‘in Siskiyou na- 
tional forest in California and Oregon, 

Forest ‘fires are reported from 
dozen scattered districts in’ Oregon, 
Washington and California, destroy- 
ing more or less valuable” timber. Un- 
usually’ hot weather with high’ winds 
preveails.

Toronto, Sept. 17—Tangible and im- 
portant results were announced this 
afternoon at the parliament buildings 
as having attended Premier Fergus- 
on’s endeavors to persuade the Cana- 
dian National railways to accord a 
better freight rate than $9.00 a ton 
upon Alberta coal consigned to On- 
tario, Hon. C. C. McCrea, minister of 
mines, stated that an announcement 
had been received from Sir Henry 
Thornton, head of the Canadian Na- 
tional railways, agreeing to transmit 
10,000 tons for the province at a rate

The monthly Commercial letter says 
The farmers of the prairie provinces 


are endeavoring to-institute a new]. 


method of marketing their wheat in 
the hope of obtaining more favorable 
_ prices. ‘If the method they are-adopt- 
‘\\dng,\that of a cooperative pool without 
overnment aid fs regarded by the com- 
‘sumer abroad as’ designed. to exact 
from him a higher price, the results 
may possibly be very different from 
those anticipated by the leaders of the 


movement. What ig taking place im 


this country hag its parallel elsewhere 
as instanced by the proposal in the 
United States to withhold 200,000,000 
‘Hyshelg of wheat from the market so 
as to maintain prices,-and in Austra- 
lia by government purchases of domes- 
tic wheat. It is not encouraging to 
witness efforts in countries which are 
comparatively speaking prosperous to 
make purchasing . more difficult «for 
the less fortunate countries, such as 
those of, Europe, which are the chief 
markets for our products. The result 
of this world wide movement may be 
to dispose the customer to be content 
with less or to adapt for use food pro- 
ducts which are outside the control of 
powerfully organized producers. _ If, 
on the other hand, these pools should 
tend to remove the annoyances of the 
individual farmer, such as alleged over 
dockage, excessive elevator charges, 
disputed weight, grade or current price 
then the result may ‘be regarded as 
wholly desirable. Whatever market- 
ing methods may be followed, how- 
ever, there is above all need of great- 
er cooperation in bringing about a 
more satisfactory demand for our food 
products from the dense consuming, 
populations of Europe, and expansion 
in this direction contains the possi- 


wealth than can be effected by organ- 
ized movements to maintain or raise 
commodity prices. 


Why? 


It musf be admitted that the wheat 
‘pool. drive was not the unqualified 
success expected. Many factors, some 
of which are not complimentary to 
farmers as a class, influenced their 
decision. It is true there were many 
ardent souls who spent their time to 
secure contract signers, when one 
would naturally suppose that farmers 
would flock to town of their own ac- 
cord and sign.en masse, particularly 
after all the grumbling and whining 
we have heard of robbery, false weight 
and grades, and other evils of the 
grain trade. One of the chief factors 
hindering formation of a pool is that 
many of the large farmers, who are in 
a position to hold their wheat and sell 
on the highest market remained aloof, 
Apparently they care less for their 
brother of smaller means, who is fore: 
ed to sell early when prices are low 
in order to satisfy creditors, than 
many others who are only indirectly 
interested in the prosperity ‘ of. the 
farming community ‘as a Whole. An- 
other serious objection arose in the 
minds, of many over the contract it- 
self. There are those who considered 
themselves the “growers” only, and 
failed to see that they were also the 
Wheat Producers Limited, having as 
growers control of the policy of the 
company, through the men they elect: 
ed to office. True, it was a hard and 
fast contract; but it could not be 
otherwise and be successful. The idea 
was also abroad that the canvassers 
‘received a commission on each signed 
contract, as evidenced by the man 
who approached a canyasser and want- 
ed to cancel his agreement, offering 
to pay the canvasser his “supposed” 
commission inorder to be released. 

Have farmers themselves so poor 
an opinion of brother farmers that 
they will continue to patronize a sys- 
tem which is admittedly rotten with 


graft, rather than trust to brother’ 


farmers their business of selling, so 
vital, if eventually our farm lands are 
not owned by mortgag2 companies and 
rented or leased to the farmers. Must 
the government protect the farming 
industry and place it on, the_ same 
plane, as for instance, the steel in» 


dustry, that lusty infant industry, now, 


become a giant, which hag the farmer, 
and indirectly, the rest of us, by the 
throat? What seems to be needed ts 
education of the coming fdrmers in 
the rural schools, not only in better 
farming practices, but along the ‘lines 
of cooperative selling and buying. We 
must trust to the next generation to

USE CORRALS FOR 
WINTER FEEDING 


In, winter feeding of cattle in the 
prairie’ provinces have the corrals, 
feed and water located and arranged 
so as to reduce labor toea minimum. 
This arrangement is well worked ont 
at the dominion: experimentel- station 
at Rosthern, Sask.,“and a blue print 
of the plan can be obtained free of 
charge by applying to the suprinten- 
dent, There are four corrals in pairs, 
and each pair is eighty. feet square, 
with a feed alley running down. be- 
tween, making each corral forty feet 
wide by eighty feet long. There is a 
space of twenty feet between. the two 
pair of corrals and driveway twenty- 
five feet wide along the south end. 
The north end of all corrals is cuvered 
by a pole and straw roof for twenty 
feet. A tight board fence eight. feet 
high encloses each pair of. corrals. 
The fente enclosure and straw -root 
are ample winter protection to cattle 
that are well tended. Across the-feed 
alley at the south end of each pair of 
corrals isa large water trough reach- 
ing into both. A cast iron tank heat- 
er is placed in this tank to prevent 
water from freezing. 

At the north ‘end are a feed room 
and silo where the meal and cut straw 
and ensilage are. weighed and mixed 
and put into a truck to be pushed out 
on the feed alley and fed to the cat 
tle. : 

Hay or green oats or straw are 
fed over the fence into a rack on the 
side of each corral opposite to the 
feed alley, 

It must be borne in mind that with- 
out proper attention and feed there is 
no arrangement of corrals that will 
winter cattle. All animals must have 
abundance of good feed in order to 
thrive, and it has been found that cat. 
tle require, in addition to good feed, 
and plenty of it, water at all times 
and comfortable sleeping quarters. 
When these are provided the corrals 
described furnish adequate accommo: 
dation for twenty cattle in each corral. 
—Experimental Farm Note.

MARTIAL LAW 
IN OKLAHOMA 


Oklahoma City, Sept. 16—Martial 
for the entire state of Oklahoma was 
proclaimed at midnight Saturday by | 
Governor Walton. Calling .the full 
force of -approximately six thousand 
troops in the Oklahoma National 
Guard to his command, the governor 
climaxed his spectacular fight against 
the Ku Klux Klan by declaring that 
ary person who’ aids the organiza- 
tion in carrying out its “purposes” 
are enemies of the sovereign state of 
Oklahoma and shall be dealt with ac- 
cordingly by the military forces. 

Due to the existence of a “self- 
‘styled ~ Invisible Empire’ Governor 
Walton declared a state of insurrec- 
tion and rebellion is in effect against 
the constitution and authorities of 
Oklahoma, and that a general state 
of “public ‘alarm and fear and jeo- 
pardy of life, peace and personal: safe- 
ty” has resulted. 

Activities of the organization are 
centered in Oklahoma City and extend 
to every county in the state, the gov- 
ernor charged. 

The proclamation invokes martial 
law in Oklnhomaxqjunty | (Oklahoma 
City), and Creek county, the latter 
adjoining Tulsa county, where mili- 
tary rule has been in effect since Au- 
gust 14, 

Troops will be placed at paints in 
the stute where they are needed, the 
proclamation stated. 

Citing testimony, taken by a mili- 
tary court at Tulsa, the governor 4de- 
clared that hundreds of men, mnd even 
women, of the state ‘have been severe- 
ly beaten, and that the Invisible im- 
pire was the_organizatin responsible.

CANADA IN CONTROL 
OF WORLD’S WHFAT 
MART FOR 5 MONTHS 


Ottawa, Sept..17—"“Canada is in 
practical control of the world’s wheat 
market for the next five months,” ac- 
cording to a.statement Issued here by 
T. K, Doherty, Canadian commission- 
er in the International Institute of 
‘Agriculture. 

This statement is based upon the} 
assumptions that all optimistic news 
is exhausted, various adverse factors 
are to develop, the world’s old stock | 
of wheat is well cleaned up and that 
only eleven million bushels is left of 
Jast year's Canadian crop. 

“The persistent increase in North 
America’s trade with Europe,” the 
statement says, “indicates the latter’s 
Increased purchasing power, improved 
credit through better crops and more 
promising political conditions. Al- 
though Europe's imports for the cur: 
rent grain year may be reduced to 
500,000,000 bushels, there is already an 
exceptionally large export tothe 
Orient, which forecasts a total import 
of 120,000,000 bushels. These quan- 
tities with a shortage in ocean supply 
on August 1 of over 10,000,000 bushels 
will bring the world’s requirements 
to approximately 668,000,000 against 
700,000,600 taken last year. With 
other requirements this could be met 
through the following probable ship 
ments in millions of bushels: 

‘Canadad, $00; United States, 150; 
Argentina 110; Australasia 50; India 
30; Balkans 10; Russia 16; North Af- 
Tica 10; aggregating 675,000,000 bugh- 
els.” 

A cablegram received today from the 
head office of the International Insti- 
tute at Rome is quoted ag stating that 
ona basis of official and unofficial es- 
timates, the world's production this 
Year is 3,360,350,000 bushels against 
3,103,481,000 bushels last ‘year 
3,087,389,000 in 1921, 

According to the September esti- 
mate, North America shows a de- 
crease from last year of 2,458,000 bush- 
els, and an increase of 143,565,000 
over 1921. The United States crop is 
73,000,000 bushels less and Canada's 
70,000,000 bushels more. Conceding 
fair increases in the next harvests of 
South America and Australasia, there 
is an increase of 13,371,000 bushels in 
the five chief exporting countries, 
These figures inelude unmerchantable 
Wheat,
